DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -5, and 7-25 are found to be allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The applicant's amendments now require a specific ration of the mono-carboxylic 
acid and the di-carboxylic acid. Although the prior art teaches each of these carboxylic 
acids, the prior art fails to provide sufficient motivation for the inclusion of both these 
acids and in the proportions now require by the instant claims. 

4. The prior art further fails to teach the specific weight percent range of the 
hydroxyalkyl carboxylic acid. 

5. These features in combination with the additionally required ingredients in an 
acidic sanitizing or cleaning composition was not found in the prior art of record. Nor 
would it have been obvious to modify the prior art to obtain the applicant's features.
